Services, ‘technology help ski areas 
survive lack of early-season Snow | 


By Terry Wright 
Skiing in Crawford County has 


long been a mainstay of the winter 


economy, but the winter of 1991-92 
has. started off with very mixed 
reviewsby those who earn their living 
from both dowshili and cross-country 
skiing. 

In downhill skiing, both Skyline 
and Hanson Hills are reporting that 
business is down from last year and. 
the lack of snow both here and 
downstate is the rcason why. Skyline 
has been open daily since December 
19th and skiing conditions have been 
excellent according to owner Emie 
Nye, but “It's hard to sell the fact to. 
the people downstate that we’reskiing 
at Skyline when some other places 

“are closed.” . : 
Skyline offers complete facilities 
for skiers of any ability with ten 
slopes, a chairlift, instruction by the 
National Ski Patrol, and sompicie 


cies: fental, dad repair departments 
plus dining facilities. 
“The recession is hurting. Ifyou 
lose the holidays the season is lost,” 
according to Nye. : 
‘Skyline’s unique ability to stay 
open when others areclosed is due to 
its position facing north away from 
the sun and wind and the fact that all 
of the slopes are heavily wooded. 
' Skyline is also able to pack as little as 
1/2 inch of snow without worrying 
whether it will melt or blow away. It 
takes very little snow to provide 
excellent conditions but that message 
is hard to get.across to people 
hundreds of miles away who still 
have green grass on their lawns, said 
Nye. 
The Hanson Hills Recreation Area 
is in a quite different situation. 
Hanson Hills is located such that

at new co-generation plant site

A chemical leak involving an 
antifreeze occured at the nearly 
completed Grayling Generation 
Station just south of town around 
December 29-30, The chemical was 
Ethylene Glycol, an antifreeze being 
 ysed to prevent a boiler from freezing 
while plant personnel hydrostatically 
tested some of the new plant’s 
equipment, The fluidratioof antifreeze 
(Ethylene Glycol) being used, to water 
was estimated to’ be 2%, - 
Bob Wheeler, Project Manager for 
the co-generation partnership, 
indicated that plant personnel were 
able to contain the leak and that the 
Department of Natural Resources was 
notified as soon as the spillage was 
discovered. The exactamount of fluid 


leaked, however, has yet to be 
determined by the DNR. It has been 
estimated by Wheeler that the leakage 
was between 8,000-10,000 gallons. 
He said DNR personnel will be making 
any decision on how to clean up the 


area, The location of the plant is not 


close to any lake, stream, or river. Mr. 
Herrygers, Project Manager for the 
general contractor, Townsend & 
Bottom, believed the spill would in no 
way endanger the environmental well 
being of the site, Glycol, while not 
entircly harmless, is used in making 
such common products as printing ink 
and industrial solvents. It is obtained 
from Ethylene compounds. 

DNR Environmental Quality 
Analyst, Rick Myrick, inassessing the 
problem initially, said, “We are-in the 


process of defining the vertical/ 
horizontal parameters of the spill. We 
are attempting to ‘box the problem,’ 
so to speak. With the ground water 
levels at roughly 100 feet in that area, 
and with ground water moving at 
approximatcly 100-200 feet per year, 
we want to know the exact, within 
reason, extent of the spill.” 

Myrick further explained the spill: 
“When plant personnel were testing 
certain pieces ofequipment, they found 
the need to drain one of their boilers 
into a concrete vault, a large holding 
tank designed tocontain the antifreeze/ 
water solution for disposal at a later 
date, At some point over the holiday 
weekend a flange on a drain pipe gave 


way and allowed the solution to leak - 


onto the ground.”
